was ſo bloudy a one, thatthe Prince didnot 
but with much difficulty ſave himſelffrotwir; 
A prear part of his People were ailaſſina- 
ted in Brema, and Alcidoy had in all likely- 
hood ran the ſame fortune ; had nor t 
faichful Twrgrſtus kept him concealed in his

blown over, | His Prince having -lefe bes 
bind him that ihfamous aboade, when: ſo 
much nobleneſs had in a' moſt horrid 
manner a Burying place [given them, 
nor ſeeing him among thoſe thar eſcaped, 
believed wirhour any farther: hopes and 
therefore nor without a Pathetick ſorrow 
that he had been Sacrifrced to the ſame bar» 
barous fury with the reſt.

tions of the Court, To prevent the ruine 
which by this means hung over the Publick 
and 
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and to thar purpoſe to waſh away the foun- 
dations of the- Confederacy that threatned 
it , the King diſpatcht Lerters-into all his 
Provinces, wherein he obliged the Gover-= 
nors of places and perſons of quallity not 
to abandon his ſervice and the common 
good. Among theſe, Alcider, though emi- 
gently recommendable for his Birth Cou- 
rage, Vertues and Intereſts , and though 
Maſter of a very large Eſtate which his late- 
ly. deceaſt Father had left him, was for- 
gotten to be pur by the King. This for- 

erfulneſs , boyling with a generous hear of 
Foul, he took for a Mark of contempt, and 
was toucht with it to the quick: from the e- 
motion he proceeded to a confideration of 
conſcience , and repreſenting to himſelf 
that the Party of che League was of the true 
Religion and undertook its defence againk 
the other, he grew to an opinion that to fol- 
low them was to fight for God.

and belly , with his ſword cur in pieces his 
bridle , and diſarmed him. Having thus 
almoſt in a minute diſpatched the fight ,.,nat 
withovr all the feflds and City ringing with 
the ſhouts of our army and people that 
were upon the walls, he ſent the fo which 


he rook from his adverſary to the King 
who 
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who had piven it him , and preſently both 
the armyes retired , theirs ro their ordinary 
poſts, and ours into the Towne, Never 
man of Alcidors condition received more 


honour in a day than he did in this , by the 


order of the magiltrates bonfires for ſome 
hours. rogether lightened , and Canons 
thundred 1n all parts of the City ; no peice 
of triumph was omitted that uſes ro accom- 
ny famous viRories; the Grandees gave 
im complements, and all ſorts of people ac- 
clamations , which declared them moſt pa- 
thetically cranſported with what he had 
done , and the replyes which he made to 
them augmented their tranſports with their 
elegancy and Generofity, Bur all the reſt 
was cheap to the price of thoſe congratu- 
lations which he received' from the Prin- 
ceſs ; they were as expreſſive of joy in her + 
ſelfeand of honour ts him as her exuberant 
ingeny prompted with her vehement affe- 
con could dictate to her z and hein anſwer 
tothem artributed all his happineſs to the 
pyece which ſhe had ſent to heaven for 
im, and tothe other favours that ſhe had 
conferred upon him , and that with a rhe- 
toricke , modeſty , gallantry and reſpeQ- 
fullneſs which gave her new occafions of ex» 
tolling and carcfling him.

This aQion; of Alcidor coming ro the 
knowledge of Luſimon and Liſantus was 
very differently received by them, LZuci= 
mos fearing it would prevaul with his neice 
to conſider him yet more advantagequſly 
than ſhe did, vext him ſelfe art it with a moſt 
diſingenuous cancetous malice , and ſpea- 
king of it upon all occaſions moſt detra- 
Qtingly himſelfe,cauſed others alſo to ſpread 
reports of it altogether contrary to truth: bur 
it ſhon with a more triumphant ſplendor 
than to be ſo obſcured, Liſantus on the 
other ſide was himſelfe continually where 
ever he came diſcourſing of it as of that 
which he could not enconuaze enough , and 
fer his friends on worke alſo to proclaim to 
the world its grandeur. VVhat is ir more, 
ſaid he often , to have gained all than' td 
have vanquiſht Lifmax the moſt daringly 
active man of his party, 
- But while 4lc1dor had good ſucceſs in the 
particular undertakings of his ſword , as alſo 
in his loves ( for he and Floriſa in deſpight 
of -Lucimors malignant intentions continued 
to live in their accuſtomed intelligences.Pla- 
e1das who had received his commands tode« 
ow them (favouring them as nwch as-he 
could ) , the oeneral concernemenr of the 
ſcige went on very ill on our ſide; the royall 
forces 
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forces continually increalt by freſh ſupplyes, 
ours conſumed a pace by {1ckneſs and fal- 
lyes, and we were at length brought ro ſuch 
a pals , that what becauſe we were for the 
moſt part beaxen , whart ro preſcrve our re- 
maines wee durſt nor ſtir our of the inclo- 
ſare of our bullwarkes. Scarcity of victualls 
alſo grew upon us ſo that the people who 
had . + only groaned privarely under 
cheir ſufferings withour daring to complain 
publickely, now mutinied for bread and 
rifled ſeverall houſes of the moſt r:oted Bur- 
gefſes. To. lay this dangerous diſturbance 
the Governor and thoſe othcrs in power at 
whoſe nodds the large bur raſcall body of 
the multitude was wont ro move , fed 
them with hopes of great things which Al- 
ctdor and I underſtood not. Among other 
things they told them that if they would 
have bur a little patience , they ſhould 
quickly ſee themſelves delivered from the 
eige and all their ocher miſeries rogether , 
and that there was but a moment almoſt to 
wait for that fortunat event which would 
render them completely happy. Preſently 
after when Alcidor and | thought of nothing 
bur che meanes of reſiſting thoſe thar begire 
us and dayly grew upon us, we at counfell 
of. war to our grand aſtoniſhment had 
Me I 4 newes 
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hewes brought us that the King was killed 
with the ſtab of a knife, Struck with 
horrour at this blacke paricide , we had ir 
redoubled at the exceſſes of joy with which 
we ſaw firlt the aſſembly of Officers reſent 
it,then moſt of the inhabitants of Paquin and 
ſtrangers that defended it , reputing it a mi- 
racle which the powers above had wrought 
for their ſakes, 'Bur as well workt tempers 
are never friends to baſeneſs, the Princeſs 
in our preſence regretted this tragicke tall 
of the ſupreme father of her countrey with 
as ſerious tears as ſhe had done that of her 
own father.

Ne abards p —_ other conqueſts and 
agyantages , and compelled Zuczmon to run 
before hum as if he carried lightning in his 
hand to chaſtiſe hin, In none of theſe un- 
fortunat proccedings was ' Alcidor , for 
though Luctmon earneſtly endeavoured to 
have him with him , whither the more ea« 
fily ro deftroy him or the better to have an 
eye upon his ations, he would never march 
under his conduRt, bur gave himſelte wholly 
to Liſantus who being ingaged in as weighty 
imploymenrs as any other of his n——_ 
himſelfe a particular army under him. Bur 
the notable ſuccefles of Poliazts cauſing Lu- 
cimon , Liſantus and all the other capraines 
of the league to make one body of their for 
ces, andthe conſideration of their numbers 
in which they far exceeded Poltaris , rey- 
ſing their courages, which the abundance of 
blood ſpilc in the laſt celebrated bartel had 
drawa low , and carrying them to venture 
another feild with hum; it was in that me= 
morable day that Alcrdor practiſed all the 
offenſive and defenſive gallantries of war , 
that he flew among the rankes, overturning 
them , ſlaughtering them , breaking them 
H peices like a ſwiftwinged thunder , that 
he carried viory whither ſoever he _— 
is 
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his \word, He indeed performed ſo much 
both of the commander and ſouldior thar: 
thoſe againſt whom he performed ir with 
2 generall conſent cried out , Ar the blue 
fcarfe , (It was Floriſa's kindeneſs which 
dreſt him with that remark ) , on tus being 
overcom depends our conqueſt; and ac- 
cordingly all that had courage exerciſed it 
20ainſt him ; Po#ams in particular diſchar- 
ed piſtolls with him and laboured all that 
4 could to make him his priſoner , bur he 
was bravely ſuccoured by Leſantus. In 
ſhort , I have heard a Cavalcir of his troop 
fay , who was in this occaſion mained for 
the reſt of his life , that with ſome volun- 
teers who accompanied him into the hot- 
teſt of the fight he kept the fortune of the 
day a great while in ballance. Bur havin 
had two brothers who fought by his fide an

- "While Alcidor kept his bed of hjs 
- wounds ſome of his Wa. 1xÞ wha were 
his enemics having knowledge that he was 
unable to ſtir , and that his brothers: were 
.{lain, brought to one of his houles, lying a 
dayes journey, from Paquin,1ndians that fer 
fire to it and burnt it. This malicious a& 
. not: having the, power to trouble his grear 
minde ſo much but thar within a few weckes 
he was got pcrfely well , as ſoon as he 
was ſo, he watch fully obſerved the marches 
of thoſe that had done it and within a few 
dayes met with them as he defired. Havi 

a troop of ſele@ men with him he fell upon 
them with”a violence by which they who 
were acquainted with the blowes of Liſan- 
tus and Alcidoy might eaſily have gueſt him 
tobe one of them, againſt which notwith- 
ſtanding , thinking of nothing leſs than thoſe

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two renowned wartiors , and only im api 
ning that they had to: doe dd tro 
who had met them by chance they at fk 
' made arcſiftance ſtont enongh ; but he'Hit- 
ting up his viſour and naming himſelfe'to 
them , they inumediately berook themſelves

punithment ds give them : bur be, from 
whom they fled, and his company purſued 
them every way with ſuch 'a{wift and well 
man ry thasthey had in. a moment or 
wo got them into their power.
